Cornhuskers and Wildcats Finally Get Together 


It's taken quite a while—like 
since 1931—for the Nebraska 
Cornhuskers to play the rubber 
game with the Northwestern 
Wildcats, but the big event will 
finally take place today. 

Nebraska won the initial meet- 
ing back in 1902 with a 12-0 vic- 
tory in Lincoln, but the Wildcats 
evened the series in 1931 with 
a 19-7 victory at Evanston. Thus, 
the scoring is even at 19-19 going 
into today's game. 

A rematch had been set for a 
couple of years ago, but there 
had to be some red-faced sched- 
ule juggling. 

Somehow, during the transi- 
tion of Tippy Dye from Athletic 
Director at Nebraska to the same 
position at Northwestern, the 
Cornhuskers wound up with two 
games on the same day—North- 
western and Texas A&M. 

It seems that both teams had 
contracts for the same day, so 
Northwestern bowed out and the 
Huskers met the Aggies. 

Dye, by the way, was supposed 
to be the Athletic Director for 
the Wildcats today, but he re- 
cently took early retirement and 
has headed for the beaches of 
Florida. 

While the Huskers haven't 
been able to play Northwestern

Students Wage Mass Media War Against Crime 


During the past year, Univer- 
sity of Nebraska-Lincoln jour- 
nalism students took time to 
check crime. Now they hope Ne- 
braskans are getting the message. 

Armed with $24,755 in grants 
from the Nebraska Commission 
on Law Enforcement and Crim- 
inal Justice, students in adver- 
tising, news editorial and broad- 
casting classes took a long look 
at public enemy number one— 
crime. 


Advertising Against Crime 


While Nebraskans planned 
their summer vacations, NU ad- 
vertising students planned ways 
to tell them how to avoid becom- 
ing a summer crime statistic. 

The result was a unique pub- 
lic service campaign which in- 
cluded newspaper, radio, televi- 
sion and billboard advertising 
carrying the message “take time 
to check crime.” Students carried 
the campaign through to the pro- 
duction stage and were able to 
see their work in print and hear 
and see it on radio and televi- 
sion. 

This month the program enters 
an evaluation phase. Interviews 
with law enforcement officers are 
planned, and students will be 
measuring the effects of the cam- 
paign informally in their own 
communities. 


Reporting on Crime 


Students in the School of Jour- 
nalism’s news-editorial sequence 
sought to examine crime from 
every angle. What resulted is an 
in-depth report on crime, correc- 
tions and the criminal justice 
system. ‘Beyond Law and Order” 
is the tenth in a series of depth 
reports published annually by 
the school. 

Students from two depth re- 
porting classes wrote seventeen 
stories ranging in topic from the 
costs of crime to conditions in 
Nebraska county jails. Advanced 
editing students wrote headlines 
and captions and designed the 
layout. Photo journalism  stu- 
dents took pictures for the re- 
port.

Ten thousand copies of the re- 
port were printed, and 4,000 have 
been mailed to journalism alum- 
ni, every Nebraska newspaper, 
all Schools of Journalism and 
daily newspapers in the United 
States. 


Crime Prevention Broadcasting 


To alert the public about how 
to stem the burglary tide, the 
School of Journalism broadcast- 
ing sequence has produced a half 
hour documentary. 

The documentary takes an ap- 
proach similar to such news 
shows as CBS Reports. It pre- 
sents the problem of burglary 
and suggests ways in which per- 
sons can protect their residences. 

Eleven students from advanced 
television classes spent six 
months researching, writing, ed- 
iting and producing the show. 
The program will be made avail-

able to Nebraska television sta- 
tions. 


Campaigns Praised 

E. P. Schroeder, the Crime 
Commission's deputy director for 
administration, praises the mass 
media campaign, depth report 
and documentary. 

“The Commission,” he says, 
“has received many favorable 
letters from Nebraskans who 
have seen and heard the news- 
paper, radio and television ads. 
Program directors for Nebraska 
radio and television stations have 
been impressed with the mater- 
ial available for public service 
spots.”’ 

“The depth report,” he says, 
“has also drawn a real good 
response,”

Journalism Enrollment Jumping: Students Gain

The School’s Vice Director, Dr. Wilma 
Crumley, teaches advertising. 
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While Colleges and Universi- 
ties throughout the country are 
fighting declining enrollments, at 
least one division of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska-Lincoln is 
showing tremendous enrollment 
increases. 

Five years ago, the NU School 
of Journalism had approximately 
400 students. This fall the num- 
ber of declared journalism ma- 
jors (freshmen included) rose 
above 900. 

Why the dramatic increases? 
The School's director, R. Neal 
Copple, believes there are sev- 
eral reasons. 


“Students are discovering that 
journalism is one of the few ma- 
jors where you can get a good 
liberal arts education and still 
make a living with a bachelor’s 
degree,” he says. (J-School stu- 
dents are required to take only 
25 per cent of their courses in 
journalism.) 


Copple also believes ‘more 
students are choosing careers in 
journalism — and law — because 
they want to improve the sys- 
tem,”’ and they’ve watched these 
two professions cause improve- 
ments. The director does not, 
however, attribute enrollment in- 
creases directly to Watergate 
as many journalism educators 
throughout the country are doing. 

“Enrollments were jumping 
several years before Watergate,” 
he says. “I hope Watergate does- 
n't become a reason for choosing 
journalism because it has created 
an atmosphere of glamour that 
really doesn’t exist in the profes- 
sion. 


Three Programs in Journalism 


The NU School of Journalism 
employs 14 full-time faculty 
members and offers studies in 
three major sequences—news- 
editorial (all published news me- 
dia, including still photography), 
advertising (for all media) and 
broadcasting (radio, television 
and film). The School is one of 
only nine in the United States 
accredited by the American 
Council on Education for Jour- 
nalism in all three programs. 


“On-the-job” experience is 
available to students through 
a variety of specialty courses 
and programs and through the 
School’s summer internship pro- 
gram. 


News-Ed. Students Publish 
Depth Report, Newspaper 

Each year news-editorial ma- 
jors— reporters, photographers 
and editors — produce and dis- 
tribute a depth report on a con- 
temporary topic. This year the 
topic is alcoholism, and the re- 
port will be funded by the Ne- 
braska Division on Alcoholism. 

Students in the news-ed. se- 
quence also learn through publi- 
cation of the Nebraska Reporter 
newspaper, ‘‘a teaching device 
that does not have the burden of 
being the campus newspaper,” 
according to Copple. It is distrib-

uted to the University campus, 
the County-City Building and the 
Statehouse. 

The Reporter is published 
weekly after the first six weeks 
of school by student news teams 
from advanced reporting, photo- 
journalism, news editing and 
creative editing classes. This 
year advertising students will be- 
come involved in the effort by 
designing public service ads for 
the paper. 


Experience for Advertising, 
Broadcasting Experience 


Another learning experience 
for advertising students is pro- 
vided by the Advertising Idea 
Book, a collection of advertising 
campaigns written and designed 


by students working closely with 
merchants, publishers and adver- 
tising managers of state newspa- 
pers. Many of the campaigns, de- 
signed for retailers, appear in 
Nebraska newspapers. 

Radio station KRNU (FM) is 
operated to train future broad- 
casters. Students use the KRNU 
and KUON-TV studios to pro- 
duce documentaries and news 
reports which are made avail- 
able to Nebraska radio and TV 
stations. 


Graduate Studies To Be Offered 


A graduate program in journal- 
ism is scheduled to begin in the 
fall of 1975. The School's vice 
director, Dr. Wilma Crumley, is 
now guiding the design of grad- 
uate studies with the help of a

committee. She describes the 
venture as a “small, quality pro- 
gram” which will accept only 12 
full-time students the first year. 
(Four times as many inquiries 
have already been received.) 
The School of Journalism has 
also been named one of the Uni- 
versity's “Areas of Excellence" 
this year (story on page 23). 
But the excellence of the jour- 
nalism students and staff has 
long been apparent: the news- 
editorial sequence has won the 
William Randolph Hearst Foun- 
dation national writing competi- 
tion three times, the broadcast- 
ing sequence has fared well in 
regional and national competi- 
tion with commercial stations, 
and advertising students have 
won several national awards.

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University Developing “Areas of Excellence” 


Academic Program Evaluation 
is now under way on the campus 
of the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 


For years government officials 
who appropriate funds for the 
public education have been ask- 
ing educators to develop ways 
for collecting relevant data and 
for making qualitative judgments 
about academic programs. 


A process for reinforcing the 
creditability of budget requests, 
and for public accountability of 
their expenditure, has also been 
a prime goal of NU Chancellor 
James H. Zumberge. 


These related interests led the 
University and the Nebraska Uni- 
cameral into efforts to develop 
a process of academic program 
evaluation which became law 
and a part of the University’s 
decision making process in 1974. 


Representing the University 
during months of joint planning 
with the staff of the Unicameral's 
fiscal analyst, was R. Neale Cop- 
ple, director of the School of 
Journalism. The evaluation plan 
outlined in the state law will be 
used in assessing the contribu- 
tions of six academic programs 
selected as areas of excellence. 


In the following interview, 
Chancellor Zumberge explains 
the significance of the ‘Areas 
of Excellence” program and its 
relationship to the University’s 
Academic Program Evaluation 
process. 


Question: Chancellor Zumberge, 
why has it become necessary for an 
academic program evaluation pro- 
cess to be developed? 


Zumberge: Higher education is 
one of the most important and 
vital forces in our future, but it 
is an expenisve operation. As a 
result of inflation and other fact- 
ors, we face tough fiscal prob- 
lems and must develop a strategy 
to help us solve these problems 
while meeting our responsibili- 
ties to society. 

It is no longer an adequate re- 
sponse that we continue an aca- 
demic program because we have 


always had it. Public account- 
ability requires that we show 
benefits from our expenditures 
and that we meet the ever chang- 
ing needs of our students and 
the community which supports 
us, 


Question: Can you give us a 
summary description of the evalua- 
tion process? 


Zumberge: Generally speak- 
ing, the process involves the set- 
ting of goals by people involved 
in all the various academic pro- 
grams, charting the means to- 
ward the goals and a systematic 
review of progress toward them. 


Question: All programs, then 
will be evaluated in the same way? 


Zumberge: Yes, but six of the 
University’s academic programs 
have been identified as ‘Areas of 
Excellence,” and they will be 
even more deeply involved in the 
evaluation process during the 
1974-75 academic year. 


Question: Before we talk further 
about the evaluation process, per- 
haps you could explain what is 
meant by “Areas of Excellence,” 
and tell us what six academic pro- 
grams have been so designated. 


Zumberge: “Areas of Excel- 
lence” are programs of the Uni- 
versity allocated additional funds 
in order to meet specific, inter- 
nally defined goals. The state 
government made improvement 
appropriations of $127,500 for 
life sciences; $86,000 for chem- 
istry; $75,000 for journalism; 
$106,300 for non-traditional edu- 
cation; $20,800 for crop physiol- 
ogy, and $25,000 for animal sci- 
ence. 

The objective is to provide 
programs that can be truly desig- 
nated as excellent in their re- 
spective fields both by the stan- 
dards of the NU faculty involved 
in each program and by their 
peers from other institutions.

Question: What do you mean 
when you say that the Areas of Ex- 
cellence will be more intensely 
involved in the evaluation process 
than other University programs? 


Zumberge: For each Area of 
Excellence, special evaluation 
committees have been formed to 
provide periodic evaluations and 
a final written report at the end 
of three years. Each committee 
was appointed by me and in- 
cludes representatives from de- 
partments of other institutions 
which have similar types of de- 
partments. On each committee, 
there are also representatives 
from the legislature, the Gover- 
nor’s office, the NU student body 
and the Board of Regents. 


Question: Is it fair to say, then, 
that we are actually talking about 
two separate processes of evalua- 
tion—one for Areas of Excellence 
and the Screening and Evaluation 
process which will be applied to 
the rest of the University’s depart- 
ments? 


Zumberge: No. Actually, the 
Areas of Excellence evaluation 
is part of the total evaluation 
system. There will be other areas 
of Excellence proposed in the 
future, and they will be proposed 
as a result of the initial screen- 
ing system. Let me explain briefly 
how the overall evaluation pro- 
cess will work. 


Colleges, schools, divisions or 
units have identified educational 
programs for their areas. The 
advantages of identifying pro- 
grams soon become obvious. 
Within a given area a program 
may show promise and need to 
be emphasized. Or a program 
may have outlived its usefulness 
and need to be de-emphasized 
or even eliminated. At the same 
time, the need for new and ex- 
panded programs must be recog- 
nized. Such flexibility may be 
retained only through extensive 
evaluation of programs, new and 
existing. 

The initial screening itself, a 
relatively brief evaluation of 
each program, is to be prepared 
in writing by those in the area 
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involved. The self evaluation will 
include goals and priorities, ways 
of meeting the essential func- 
tions of the University, external 
evidence of quality, enrollment 
patterns and program budget 
information. 


The evaluation will also in- 
clude information about a pro- 
gram’s potential for extending 
educational opportunities beyond 
the campus, potential for improv- 
ing research, potential for en- 
hancing service to the state and 
consideration of needs of the 
state’s citizens not now being 
met. Finally, each area is being 
asked to make suggestions for 
improvement of the screening 
process. The review of all of the 
program self-evaluations will be 
made by the Academic Planning 
Committee, which will make ap- 
propriate recommendations to 
the Chancellor. 


Question: It appears that a con- 
siderable amount of thought has 
gone into developing the proce- 
dure for both the initial screening 
process and the evaluation process 
for the Areas of Excellence. . . 


Zumberge: Two committees 
were involved in designing the 
procedures to be used in both 
steps of the evaluation. Several 
persons were members of both 
committees. 


Question: That’s an interesting 
point. Perhaps you should describe 
more fully the manner in which 
the planning and evaluation system 
was developed; how it started and 
how it approached its work. 


Zumberge: Momentum for pro- 
gram evaluation at NU came 
from every concerned sector. 
The systems-wide document “To- 
ward Excellence,” approved by 
the Regents, provided the seed. 
I, myself, was determined that 
the University achieve fiscal cre- 
dibility and public accountabil- 
ity. From the Faculty Senate 
came a resolution for a screen- 
ing and evaluation process suffi- 
cient to serve the future of a 
University faced with declining 
enrollment and rising costs and 
in need of quality improvement. 


The State Legislature, through 
the appropriations committee, 
agreed with us, as did the Gov- 
ernor's office through the Depart- 
ment of Administration. But 
while agreeing, they asked ques- 
tions. For example, “We approve 
of a plan to improve quality, but 
how do you define quality?” ‘‘We 
approve of a plan for excellence 
but how do you know when you 
have achieved it?” And, of 
course, the Department of Ad- 
ministrative Services wanted to 
know how we would administer 
the process. 


Question: Does the evaluation 
process you are adopting answer 
those questions? 


Zumberge: The plan for eval- 
uation of Areas of Excellence 
was conceived in response to 
the legislative question: “How 
do you measure excellence?” We 
believe that the evaluation pro- 
cess answers that question. The 
faculty involved in the programs 
set the goals, but their progress 
will be charted in accordance 
with standards agreed upon at 
various levels of administration. 


Each program, of course, is 
unique, and each will be so 
judged. Some of the data we will 
receive will be quantitative and 
can only be treated as such. 
Much of it, however, can only be 
judged in a subjective way. The 
entire process has to be flexible. 
But it is also demanding and 
thorough. 

In the end, we hope that the 
quality of the programs which 
will result will provide their 
own definitions of excellence. 
The procedures we are adopting 
will enable us to accurately chart 
our progress toward that goal. 


School of Journalism 
Director R. Neale Copple 
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of Excellence 


It is beginning to appear to 
Neale Copple, Director of the 
School of Journalism, that those 
who developed the Areas of Ex- 
cellence program also had suc- 
cessfully cross-bred the carrot 
and the stick. 

“As I understand the carrot- 
stick motivation philosophy,” 
Copple said, ‘the carrot is placed 
at the nose of the donkey and 
when that doesn’t get action, the 
stick is applied at the other end. 
In the case of an Excellence des- 
ignation, the decision is made on 
potential. It seems to me that the 
area involved has time to smile 
happily about once and then get 
to work trying to fulfill that po- 
tential.” 

Copple explains that the 
School of Journalism is certainly 
not complaining, but he believes 
that the people of Nebraska 
should understand the meaning 
of an Excellence grant and ap- 
preciate the incentive that goes 
with it. 

In the case of the School of 
Journalism, the Legislature ap- 
propriated an extra $75,000 for 
the School's budget, starting in 
the 1974-75 school year. The pro- 
posed budget recently approved 
by the Board of Regents for 1975- 
76 includes an additional $25,000 
for Journalism. 

“The reason the grant was 
split,’ Copple says, ‘‘was because 
we were mandated to start a 
graduate program in the fall of 
1975.” 

That graduate program is one 
of the two major goals agreed 
upon by the School of Journalism 
and the University administra- 
tion for the use of the Excellence 
funds. The other goal is to main- 


tain and improve the present 
quality of the undergraduate 
program. 

“As many Nebraskans know,” 
Copple says, ‘“‘we have been slow 
about going into graduate work 
because we have been afraid 
that such a step would bleed 
funds from the nationally recog- 
nized undergraduate program 
and hurt its quality. The Excel- 
lence designation makes it pos- 
sible for us to take the step and 
continue to improve our present 
offerings.” 

Dr. Wilma B. Crumley, Vice 
Director of the School of Journal- 
ism, has been assigned the job 
of organizing the graduate pro- 
gram. And the School has com- 
pleted some hiring of new staff 
during the past summer. 

However, Copple emphasized 
that the School is not necessar- 
ily hiring instructors only for the 
graduate program. “Our philo- 
sophy is,” Copple says, ‘that in 
all likelihood no professor will 
devote full time to teaching grad- 
uate courses. We think both the 
teaching and the students are 
better served by people who are 
contributing to the undergrad- 
uate program as well. 

“Furthermore, Copple contin- 
ues, we have one of the best 
journalism teaching staffs in the 
country. Their talents need to be 
used where the state will gain 
the most benefit.” 

The School is well on its way 
in developing the evaluation pro- 
gram that accompanies the Ex- 
cellence grants. Several of the 
evaluators have already been 
chosen by Chancellor Zumberge. 

“While I may kid a bit about 
the carrot and the stick, we at 
the School know very well that 
this opportunity for Excellence 
money is the break-through the 
School has needed. Besides es- 
tablishing a graduate program, 
it will allow us to continue some 
successful programs which have 
been started as seed grants from 
private individuals and founda- 
tions. It also recognizes the kind 
of support this School has had 
from the state's professionals in 
all areas of communication. I 
have praised these people in the 
past and I do so again, because 
of their continuing help to us.”

NORTHWESTERN 


Non-traditional study, a phe- 
nomenon of the 70's, is snow- 
balling in popularity at institu- 
tions of higher education. It is 
hard to define. But it is bigger 
than a breadbox. And at North- 
western University you can see 
it. 

In the vanguard at NU was the 
opening of the residential col- 
leges, an attempt says Raymond 
W. Mack, vice president and 
dean of faculties, “to blur the 
distinction between classroom 
and living units, to make college 
life enriching for more than four 
classroom hours a day.” 

More than 700 students and 
faculty members now participate 
in this two-year-old program 
which involves five occupational 
living units. Each quarter, several 
courses from the University cur- 
riculum are offered in the living 
units, but the main purpose is to 
promote “more informal ex- 
changes” between faculty and 
students, Mack adds.

PERISH 


Studies is a former fraternity 
house converted into a residen- 
tial college where 35 students, 
with a commitment to exploring 
the problems of man and urban 
society, live and study. In addi- 
tion to activities within their col- 
lege, these residents participate 
in field studies at the College's 
outposts in London and San 
Francisco. 

Similar to the residential col- 
leges in concept is the Faculty 
Associates Program. More than 
one-fourth of all NU faculty 
members and administrators par- 
ticipate as affiliates in the grow- 
ing number of standard dormi- 
tories and fraternity and sorority 
houses in the program. The in- 
volvement ranges from simply 
sharing dinner-table conversa- 
tion to conducting seminars. 

At Norris University Center, 
students take “mini-courses” in 
non-academic subjects, where it 
isn't the format that breaks tradi- 
tion—but the focus. Courses in- 
clude auto and bicycle repair,

belly dancing, ceramics and med- 
itation. The idea caught on 
quickly with more than 450 par- 
ticipants last spring in the 23 
courses which included—at the 
request of the students—back- 
packing, first aid and winemak- 
ing. 

And off-campus, there is The 
Learning Exchange, where tele- 
phones ring 12 hours a day with 
calls from throughout the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area. The Ex- 
change was started by two NU 
graduate students in 1971. Now 
the largest of its kind in the 
world, it links some 15,000 peo- 
ple through a phone call with 
others who want to learn or 
teach the same thing they do. 

Northwestern’s fifth special 
area of study is the Archeologi- 
cal Field School’s Koster Expedi- 
tion. Located 300 miles south- 
west of the Evanston campus, 
professors and students alike, 
are peeling back layer after layer 
of ancient history in a southern 
Illinois cornfield.
